City Authorities Very Strict in Precau­ 
tionary Regulations.

recently 
in

Theater 
J’Yancaise by a cigarette wliich rolled 
through a grating in the sidewalk. 
This has caused officials to he even 
more strict than licforc. 
The com­ 
p arative iiifre(]uency of fires in Paris 
is largclv owing to the careful habits 
of the ])cop ie and the excellent fire 
regulations regarding heating ap p a­ 
ratus. 
When houses are 
built 
in 
Paris, the iloors are invariably laid 
oil brick and tiles; for, of course, the 
houses in Paris, with a fi'w rare ex­ 
cep tions, are what we term flats or 
ap artm ent houses. 
The usual m an­ 
ner of building ])crmits all the win­ 
dows and balconies on the block to be 
on the same level, so that escap e from 
one to tlie other is 
comjiaratively 
casv. Tliis makes a uniformity Avliich 
givc^ a very imp ressive character to 
the street architecture.
